TRADE WITH U.8.8.R. 


Before the war, Czechoslovak 
trade was mainly with the West. 
Today, the Soviet Union and 
the other People’s Democracies 
account for over 70 per cent of 
Czechoslovakia’s foreign trade. 

On Soviet orders, a great port 
of Czevhostovakia's industry was 
set to produce heavy metal 
goods for Russian use, This led 
to the rapid development of 
Cachoslovak heavy industries 
et the expense of her ght in- 
dustries and agriculture. 

Now, measures have bed to be 
taken to lessen the pressure on 
the hated ‘kulaks” (independdnt 
farmers) Ia order to encourage 
them to produce more food. For. 
Czechoslovakia has had to Igyport 
huge quantities of grain from the 
Sovict Union, thus binding ‘her 
economically still more closely to 
her great neighbour fv the. East 

Dr Jaromir Dolandky, first 
deputy Prime Minister and Caief 
of Planning In Czechoslovzkia, 
stated resmtly that the Czccho- 
slovaks would Uke to be ablo to 
buy thelr foo Trem | the 
West and to renew some of their 
trade relations with the Western 
powers. 

Unfortunately, he added.
